45 degrees, and tbe Sesqnl- 
iQiiadtrnte, 136 degrees, «rc also bed 
aspects. Good aapccts arc tbo Trine, 
ISO degrees, the Sextllr, 60 degrees, 
and the Semi^SextlIc, 30 digrees. Cou 
Junctions and Oppositions are /ery 
powerful Influences both for good and 
e\il. In addition to tbe aspects nain«!d 
all other multiples of 15 degrees are 
aspects bu not of so much Import- 
ance. Rome BBtrologors also divide 
the 360 dcirrcpR of the zodiac into 5 
equal portions and consider 73 degreus 
and its multiples to bo aspects.

'^^ore tbè degrees of rellidon In '^.bo 
broadest sense. ' Other degrees aro 
blended with them to give the various 
types of religion.

Their camflaltp leaohed high-wator 
mark at the end of July, when the tur 
buleat elemenu In tbe "Triple Alllanco' 
proposed to brinf about a generi:

transport workers to force the Oovern 
ment to change Its policy In connec 
Uon with cvtain questions, suoh as 
military service, and relations ! wl'.h 
Russia. 

A critical position developed. <^r' 
rangements were made for a ballot ot 
members of the Hiree unions. Biit at 
this stage the moat sensible of the 
Labor leaders pointed out In forclbl 
language the. folly of the course pro 
posed. 

■allot Abandoned 

Many of 'the bronohea 'of the- unions 
reoogntted that they were drifting on 
to the rocks, says a special article tn 
the London Ohrotilcle. The executive 
of the National Sallora' and Firemen's 
Union refused to be bobnd by the de 
oislon ot the bal.lot. The Lancashire 
and Cheshire miners, at a special con- 
ference, resolved by an overwhelming 
majority to reeommend their own 
l(,0OO members to vote against a stop- 
page of work, 

It must Jiave dawned on Mr. tlmlllie 
and his friends that, the ballot was 
about to result either in a rejection uf 
their advice or, alternatively, in a sup- 
port of It toy ti very email majority, In- 
dicating that the Labor movement was 
by no moans of one mind as to the wis 
dom of the policy. 

But, whatever may have been tho 
arguments that appealed to* the Trlplo 
Alliance leaders, the ballot was never 
flnlsbed; it was suppressed on the 
plea of a postponement ot tbe issue t) 
the Trade Union Congress. 

As everybody knows, that Congress 
retiised to approve of direct action, add 
equally refused to condemn it. By 
12466,000 votes to 2,089,000 It carried the 
".provlous question"— a device for' tho 
shelving ot the Issue. 

Oevomment. Attitude. 

Througbout these unpleassutt devel- 
opments the Government maintained 
tiie principle of non-interference. It 
was urged to declare all strikes Illegal, 
to v«to strikes illegal, to veto atrike 
pay, to raid the funds of the uniono. 
It adopted tlie wise course ot rely^nv 
on the oommoni sense of lAbor'^taeU 
to diepose of the threatening dodger, 
The workers saw that Mr. Bernard 
Shaw was right In describing national 
strikes OS "a mug's gome." They were 
bedmitng to discover that strikes 
meant food soarolty, and . that they 
wouhi suffer more promptly and moirc^ 
grievoursly in the oonfliot than would 
tiie rich oiaaaes.

Mnde Strong .ippeal lo Spirit of

' Mr. Jouliaux'detilt with tàe aims of 
labor and the Washington Conference, 
and made a strong apjieal to tho spirit 
of community a^ong labor of a41 ràcrs 
and nationalities, for the sake of hu- 
manity. ,He reviewed the poxt labor 
had taken In the world -Wa,ri its-^» 
rlotlam and eolldijirlty, and siUd that It 
was now thé duty of labor to bridge tb<t 
many gaps that existed between gov- 
ernments, because public interest, 
which waa that of tiie pèoplè, should be 
given precedence /over that of. a few 
Individuals. 

Tho league ot- Nations, said Mr. 
J'ouhaux, had been Intended to cement 
the friendship and partnership of 
peoples as ft was the only weapon that 
could keep militarism down. The ques- 
tion 'of the day was reconstruction, and 
this was the work of universal Ial>or. 
Bis- Ideal was not the imperialism oC 
IsSMr— wbi<;b be thought waa as bad as 
tate imperialism of capital — but tho Ui- 
tertratlonojizatlon of Intercourse be- 
tween peoples and laborers. It was 
impossible for the, world to go back- 
wards, the development of one country 
oould noi be based on the starvation of 
another, and there could not be unein- 
plosmient In a country and a lark >f 
labor in ajiotlicr. KQulIlbi'ium had U 
be established otherwise prospcrtty was 
fictitious. 



RAILWAYS ARE.SUBJECT 
OF A FWE A DDRESS 

(Continued .from Page One.) 
government, and they changed tbe land 
grant to a money grant,, and finally 
agreed to guarantee railway bonc^if. 
The railways were bonused arcordin<r 
to their cost of operation.- The last 
policy was a aad oi|e for Canada^ as It 
placed her In. a. position where «he was 
beld responsible for any liability of tUe 
company. She has given forty- four 
million acres and »34,0O0,OOO outright, 
and guaranteed ^53,000,000 worth of 
bonds. .This, policy of aid was esinn- 
tial to the crowtb of a railway, und was 
not ojfXy advisable Imt necessary in 
order to opeu up the country. 

Mrs. Tye then went back to 1S81, and 
sjjowed the condition of the CP R 
with a mtltjoce of T.OOO and one-fiur- 
tcenth of Its present eai^ngs. He gave 
a graphic descrlptlon,of t,he difficulties 
of western travel, and said that a t: ip 
such as that from, Toronto to Calgary 
took 60 day's, whereas :now It takes 
but 60 hours. It was necessary to 
travel in tiie States the greater part of 
the way. There were no railways north 
or w^st of Toronto. In a trip from Cal- 
gary to Brandon ho saw but one settler 
and few other nj^n. The development 
of the. country , was inade possible by 
the . railways, and ,the railways wnre 
made feasible by Abe. opening up of iLe 
country.

An addition oC S2,000 miles has bceu 
laid since then,' and at the present tlipc 
we have four bij,- systems: the, C.P.R.. 
G.T.B., C.X.R. und 'Government »■»<!- 
wayn. Thfi Government Railwa.vs in 
the best of times only earned their 
piieratlng expenijes. and never yet lave 
they yarned iitterest op .their original 
cost. , 

In 1904 all privately owned systems 
were prosperous, and even tife C.N.a. 
was doing well. What happened? Tho 
'rapid construction and Increase of the 
O.T.R. and.Of.R. bonkruptod the'ni. 
There , Is a say.lng that a railway is 
opened first and. built afterwards. 

Tlils means that a railway. Is btiU 
as cheap as. efficiency will allow, ard 
then, as necessity, arises, and clvlllxo- 
tlon foUow» tile road, n bettor line Is 
gradually substituted. With tlie! llt'le 
revenue thai a now country afforded, 
tho railway compan.y had to keep es-^ 
penses low. if ypu spend money^ more 
rapidly than is )tbsotu(e]y necessa'-.v. 
the interest . soonbecomcs so .burden- 
some that )t Is a'.delriment' to opera- 
tion. \ ■ ' 

The G.T.rt., not reallzIng^ the llghj 
traffic of tho west, built ^ good a road 
as the>;' had In the . east, wltii low 
grades and wide curves, and found '.*'.al 
they had a. flno r^A, but no ea^nlngd 
to pay tho Interest on It. They 0 
possessed by the j^ea of making , in tho 
west â railway °se£yice that wW to bcf 
a complement of ^^^Ir splendid cqitei-n 
system. This wjs where they "made 
their mLstAke, In not realizing that UtC 
West wos a far different problem -lo 
tho closely settled East.. 

The C.N.p. mado. the .same sçrt of 
mistake, hut from; thé" oi^osite pflint of 
view. They had a well managed and 
effccient western, aystefn, but got uni- 
bltlous dreams of a Transcontinental 
road with an eaiterii system .to fcsd It. 

'As the iilberai .Oevortiment' bad fDs 
tered the O.T,H, schemes', so the . Con 
sen'atlves beeoine the. Godfather of 
the C.N.R. They mode no mistake In 
first costs, however, building an 
economical road which was Jiist j)ne- 
haif j^f, expensive as^hè;,^ 
Jûsl'as ' efficient f<)r 1(8 pjiirposl 
mistake lay In Irylpg to jx^velop terri- 
tory that was already. tbo. well served 
by the C.'.I'.R. and G. t,R. 

The C.N.R. coiild not reach trat/io 
centres' without paralleling the other 
lines, und found difficulty in getting 
termonal facilities Wltress tho turn..: 
and present térniinùs in Montreal. 11 
is « sbayrt entr^arice, ^but with im.ill 
space //for. .'/rel^rht .acçommodnllor;, 
which has' io he Uakcn core of at. the 
east end of the 'city, or back of tlic 
Mountain. ' 

When they finished, building, ' they 
found they had'a^'ÇranscontlnentAl line, 
Olid no '.tiiiJncss^ .to pay for It. In order 
to mnl<e a r,-ialn line pay, It nitust h.ivc 
fillers to supply it A jtialn line torvea 
elghten miles of territory, a system of 
bJunch Unes ser\-as up to 200 mtics.- 
Noftf.iî'- the Ç.N,Ç, nor U. T, R. has any 
liranohes to spesi' of. tp supply more 
Uafflc to the t^unic ilne. 
.Th^ Government ought not t" have 
pe-inlited dtiplf^ation, but shoi^id havo 
consolidated the, good, eastern systcrp 
with the good wester^ system, thereby 
inaklns -more iisoful. the two existing 
roiids. , ■ , 

It is absolutely essential tx> make tho 
earnings of the. g^od territory ^lake up 
for the long haul ..^,wlth l^tie' way 
freight. 'The GoVcrnhient allowed ■ a-o 
Transcontinental lines where thorc <vas 
only business for half a line, and in tl.e 
Kast allowed no less than three pa.'- 
ailel lines,; If the.Gpveroment bad ef- 
fected the consolidation of the easter.i 
and western systems In the first pjaceî 
tho railway p/^bl^,T|^0|ild be .solved. 

Now that the doverntqent has male 
Its mistake In Uklng over the C.N.l":., 
ttae^nly tbln« to be done. In Mr. TyVa 
<^i^|^^^as to take 'the Q.T.R. 10 
rouifd'out the system and supply ad'- 
quate terminals to tho other rallw.ty. 

Mr. Tyo was Bpeaklng to a Senator 
who waa also a banker. This man 
snld ho would votr' "No" most emphati- 
cally In the , Government, but from a 
hanking point, of view he said It was an

' He knows government RailwayB as 
they' are in the U.S.A. and Cermaii}-. 

The problem Is in the .Stalc.i how to c<-t 
rid of their railways to the private- 
owners again, and in Gennany it wus 
but a military machine, sol to epe.ik, 
and a sorry aSfalr. Private ownership 
must have Government aid, but sho-jld 
be a success If properly run. Gove.-n- 
ment ownership will never be a success, 
no matter how it is run. 

Mr. . Tyo spoke pi aii. article. In* tt>c 
To^'iltq Globe whlo)raski oC,lhS q.lVR. 
under Howard Kelly would not bo as 
Boo<l whether, Howard Kelly were !<m*, 
ployed by a private company of the 
Government. . Ho said lie didn't beli*ve 
It, personalty, and sold that the Oov- 
crnraeiit seems to have a deadly effect 
on the profit-earning capacity of any 
enterprise with which It has dealings. 

Mr. Tye ended his address anild en- 
thusiastic applause^ ^and a vote of 
thanks was tendered t<^,1xim by tiie club.
